Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicants 1 representative requested clarification of the rejection 
under 35 USC 112, second paragraph. It was noted that silicones are well known as defoaming substances and there 
are numerous issued patents thereto. It was further pointed out that the preamble, component (A) and (B) of the claim 
read on siloxane emulsions, i.e., overlap in scope; said preamble employs "comprising" and the component (B) 
employs "consisting of 1 transitional language. Since the emulsions would separately cease to exist as separate 
components, i.e., are indistinct, and all the components of the claimed preamble, (A), and (B) overlap and use different 
transitional language; the scope of the claims are indefinite. Discussed the possibility of using product-by-process 
limitation to obviate the rejection under 35 USC 112. Examiner noted that product-by-process claims are examined 
based on their products. 
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
